Japanese Foreign Office 
Promises Investigation; 
China Shells Hit U. S. Boat 


| TOKYO, (ipP—Joseph C. Grew, Unit- 
ed States Ambassador, made formal] re- 
| presentations to the Foreign office to- 
,day over Wednesday’s incident at Nan- 
king, when a Japanese sentry slapped 
‘the fade of John M. Allison of the 
United States embassy staff. 

The foreign office promised a 
thorough investigation and a. sub- 
sequent reply to the United States.
